ke For the Year Ending June 19, 1906. 


My Dear Co-workers in Christ:— 


Spared by a merciful and gracious Father in heaven, we 
are permitted to-day to behold the fruitage of fifteen years of 
labor. The Synod was organized with but 7 pastors, 6 con- 
gregations and 343 communicants, with church property valued 
at about $55,000.00. At our tenth anniversary we reported 
24 pastors, 21 congregations, 2,304 communicant members, 
4,125 baptized members, and property valued at $99,450.00. 
For that year the accessions were 481; 26 Sunday schools, 
with 297 teachers and officers, were training 2,679 scholars; 
the contributions for benevolence amounted to $1,319.96, and 


for all purposes, $25,104.81. "This was truly a showing to fill.

The past year with vacancies and resignations has had its 


own difficult and peculiar problems. The work of a scattered 


parish, and the large synodical correspondence precluded any 


systematic visitation of the churches, yet nearly 1,500 miles 


were covered in travel on synodical matters. 


a ° Installations. Rev. Anthony Ferdinand Elmquist, Ph. D., 
was installed as pastor of St. John’s congregation, Minneapo- 


lis, by the president of the ‘Bynod, Sunday evening, August 
20, 1905. 


Sunday, Oct. 15, 1905, during the convention of the Gen- 
eral Council at Milwaukee, it was my pleasure to install Rev. 
George Keller Rubrecht, as sceeut of Epiphany congregation 
Of That city. . 


- Revs. Murphy and Eckert, received last year, had been 
previously installed. Revs. Herold and Stacy were dismissed 
before installation, and Revs. Beck and Gable have not yet 
been installed because their fields are not sufficiently de- 
veloped to warrant. it. 


Dismissals. On Oct. 20, 1905, Rev. J. S. Herold was dis- 


missed to the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Ohio, from 
whence he had been received.

Having received an urgent call to become the jnnitin

Council, Rey. Frank S. Beistel, on May 27, 1906, submitted his 


resignation to the people of St. James’, St. Paul, Minn. 


Accessions. Student Paul H. Roth, of the Chicago Sem- 


inary, having received a call to the congregation of the 


Atonement, Beloit, Wis., applies to the Synod for ordination. 
On April 2, 1906, Student R. W. Yeany, of the Philadelphia 


- Seminary, wrote that he had accepted the call of the Hofme 


Mission Board, to the Church of the Redeemer, Sioux Falls, 


§. D., and expected to be on the field early in July, but that 
owing to-unavoidable circumstances it would not be possible 


for him to be present at this meeting of the Synod. 

The board has also called Student A. E. Youse from the. 
same institution to the work in Winnipeg. On April 18 he 
wrote me his acceptance and applies for reception into the — 
Synod. 

At last, Trinity Church, Lindstrom, and St. John’s, Stacy, 
have found a pastor in the person of Rev. Charles W. Valen- 
tine, who received a unanimous call May 29, 1906, which was 


accepted June 3. He also applies to be received. 


As early as January, Rev. Dr. Weidner wrote recommend- 


‘ing Rev. L. K. Mavromates for the field at North St. Paul, 


but owing to the fact that the Home Mission Board had called 


a man for the field in connection with the St. Stephen’s Mis- 
- gion in St. Paul it was impossible to consider the question. 


This call was finally declined and the board was unable to fill 
the vacancy. In this emergency, upon the timely suggestion

New Congregations and Missions. Early in 
our hearts were made glad by the announcement that the 
work Wennermark at Sioux Falls, 8S. D., had not 
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been in vain, and that on Sept. 17, 1905, Field Missionary 
Jensen and Mr. Wennermark were able to organize the 
English Evangelical Lutheran Church of the Redeemer, with 
26 charter members. The congregation applies to us for re- 
Nov. 27, 1905, the president of the Central Conference, © 
Rev. A. J. Reichert, in company with Rev. Helms, organized 
the English Evangelical Lutheran Church of the Redeemer at 
Zumbrota, Goodhue county, Minn., with 14 charter members, - 
this congregation to be united with the Goodhue and Cannon 
Falls parish. | 

Field Missionary Jensen was called to Meridian, Manitoba, 
and organized on March 21, 1906, the St. John’s English Luth- 
eran Church with 50 members. The pastor is Rev. A. Olson 
who, I am told, expected to unite with us at this convention 


from the Augustana Synod, but I have not 936 received his — 
application or letter of transfer. 


Our western field secretary, Rev. A. C. Anda, comes to 
us with three new congregations. The Church of the Re. 
deemer, Livingston, Mont., was organized by him on May 27, 
with 40 charter members; Mr. James P. Beasom, a former 
faithful member of Memorial Church, St. Paul, being the sec- 
retary. This congregation was recommended to unite with 
the Pacific Synod but appeals to us for membership. 

On Tuesday evening, the 5th of June, the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church of The Holy Trinity, Madison, the capitol 
city of Wisconsin, was duly organized with 43 charter mem- | 
Six days after the organization at Madison, namely, June - 
11, 1906, St. Paul’s Evangelical Lutheran Church, Water- 
loo, Wis., was organized with 35 present, by Secretary Anda 
and Rev. Dr. Frick, president of the BHastern Conference. 
The appeal for the organization of this congregation came 
from Miss Otilda D. Fox, a former member of St. John’s, 
Minneapolis, Minn. Thus does the work in one field bear 
fruitage in another. In striking contrast is the organization 
of English missions to-day with that of the early “eighties.” 
Then we were glad to find six or seven willing to form an 
organization, to-day our congregations start with from 25 to — 
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50 charter members. These new congregations alone, if re- 
ceived, will add 200 and more communicant members to our 
But this is not all. Seed has been sown in two other 
places which, by the biessing ‘of God, will develop speedily. 
into established congregations. Our Wisconsin pioneer, Rev. 
Dr. Frick, organized April 19, 1906, at 3412 Lisbon St., in a 
second-story flat, his third mission in Milwaukee, the Sunday 
School of the Church of the Reformation, located in the north- 


- west part of Milwaukee, about two and one-half miles from 


the mother church. There were 31 present at this meeting 


with Revs. Anda and Rubrecht assisting. The growth of this 


school has been remarkable and promises a bright future. 
Student Dennig, of Cedarburg, organized the Sunday 

School of the Good Shepherd, at Thiensville, Wis., on June | 

3, with 27 in attendance. |

It was a notable event in our history, long to be remembered 
by those who were privileged to witness it. 


. STATE OF THE CHURCHES. 
St. John’s, Minneapolis, our “mother church” has been 


growing during the past year and making encouraging ~ 


progress under the energetic efforts of Pastor Elmquist. The 
basement of the church has been deepened and fitted up for 
Sunday school, Luther League and aid purposes at a cost of 


$3,200 and in addition to this $3,600 has been paid on their 4 


old indebtedness. - 


. The work at Memorial, St. Paul, has not been all that it — 


should have been. This congregation has decided not to 


finish its building; as the present location is rapidly increas- — 


ing in value and is becoming unsuitable for church work, 
which is greatly hindered for the want of the suitable rooms 
for school and class instruction. A beautiful new location has 


been selected, but it will require from forty to sixty thousand 


dollars, which the congregation feels unable to carry without 


outside help. Until it is secured, the work at Memorial will 


‘Trinity, St. Paul, has, during the past year, joined the 


ranks of our self-supporting congregations, has purchased a 


parsonage with the aid of the church extension fund and paid 
off $500.00 of its mortgage debt. They have also renovated 


and beautified the interior of the church. In May, the twen- .

‘The Goodhue and Cannon Falls saint has been a source 
of great anxiety during the year. Early in the fall certain 


rumors were brought against the pastor. The presidents of — 


Conference and Synod made careful investigations and came 
to the conviction that the rumors were not well founded; but, 
as & sad result, the pastor resigned to take effect May 8, 1906, 
and the parish is therefore vacant. 


Trinity, at Lindstrom, has had a long and trying vacancy 


since the resignation and withdrawal .of Pastor Jensen, to 


enter upon the work of our fleld missionary. That the presi- : 


dent of the Synod has labored earnestly to fill the vacancy 
will be shown from the fact that no less than nine different 
’ men, all able pastors, have been called to this important field, 


' but were prevented from accepting because the congregations 


they were serving refused to permit them to come. The 
parish. was acceptably served in the vacancy by Rev. Dr. 
Lenker who inspired the people with courage and held them 
together until a pastor could be secured. On March 19, 1906, 
the president of the Synod visited the congregation at the 
meeting called to extend a call to Rev. Alexis Andreen, of €lin- 
ton, Iowa, which call was declined April 11, when Rev. C. W. 
Valentine was asked to come and take charge of the congrega- 


tion, with the understanding that if the relationship should

call was extended on May 29, and eset June 3, 1906, thus. 
filling a long vacancy. 


§$t. John’s, of Stacy, a part of the Lindstrom oartah, was 
having a hard struggle with their debt of over $600 which was 
greatly hindering their work. It was necessary that some- 
thing be done to relieve them. Six of the members heroically 
promised to give $50 each provided the Synod would see that 
the other $300 was cared for. At the urgent request of Dr. 
Lenker I visited Stacy on April 16, and finally made arrange- 
ments by which this part of the debt could be provided for by 
the Synod. On Easter Sunday, April 15, Dr. Lenker held a 


communion service which was well attended and filled the 


congregation with great hope for the future. Since Rev. 
Valentine’s arrival the congregation has been prospering. 


The efficiency of St. Mark’s, Minneapolis, has been 


greatly increased by the addition of a side room 16x46 with 


infant room and pastor’s study. The church has been tastily 


- decorated with a triple arch at the chancel end and the whole 


interior appearance greatly improved. An encouraging growth 
is reported from this now self-supporting congregation. : 


The congregation of Holy Trinity, Minneapolis, ‘$0 
well served last summer by Student Frank Croman, of Phila- 


delphia Seminary, hag been supplied during the winter by 
students from the United Church Seminary, Mr. K. G. Hatlen 
being in charge. Rev. Dr. Trabert has been instructing a class 


in the catechism which was confirmed on Palm Sunday. The 
congregation placed an earnest appeal with the Home Mis- 


gion Beard for a pastor but the request could not be granted. 


Field Missionary Jensen is to take the pastorate at once after 
the new missionary reaches Winnipeg, and we have no doubts 
as to the final success of this important field. 


The Church of the Redeemer, Milwaukee, Wis., goes down 
to history as the host of the thirtieth convention of the 


General Coun¢il, Oct. 12-17, 1905. Though so recently self- 


supporting, the congregation has nobly held its own and re- 
ports no current indebtedness at the close of the year. As a

D. D. We feel sure that there is a bright future for the Church 
of the Atonement. 


A strenuous effort was made last fall to re-organize the 


work at River Falls, Wis., and to rally the faithful little band 
of workers at Ellsworth. Field Missionary Jensen visited the 
field and returned with bright hopes but the sudden with- 
drawal of the pastor from Winnipeg, made it necessary for 


Rev. Jensen to go immediately to that field and remain there 


until the difficulties were removed. The inability to find any 
one to supply the field forced a temporary abandonment of 
the work, which is to be deeply regretted. The Ladies’ Aid 
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Society of the River Falls congregation sent $30, unsolicited, 
to the synodical church extension fund, which was sicher z 


received and duly acknowledged. 


The other churches in Wisconsin hires been growing 
steadily and encouragingly and their pastors have submitted © 
nothing that requires further mention here. ) 


* Hurrying past St. Mark’s, Fargo, which still stands sorely 


in need of, and is looking hopefully forward to a new building 


for its growing congregation and school, we come to Winni- 
peg, Manitoba. Overcome by the discouragements of the field 
and unaccustomed to pioneer work, Rev. J. S. Herold, after a_ 
few months’ trial, left the field, preaching his last sermon, 


Aug. 13, 1905. The field missionary was compelled to return 


and take up the work. A new lot was purchased on Sept. 26, 


. 1905, size, 100x99 feet, at a cost of $1,881.00 which was a sav- 
- ing over the first purchase. On this lot a neat chapel has been 
. erected at a cost of some $4,000.00, for which ground was 
_ broken on Sept. 28, 1905. The first services were held in the 


new building Jan. 21, 1906, with a good attendance. Rev. 
Alvin EB. Youse has been called to this field and will enter 
upon his labors early in July, the Lord willing. The new 
church is located at the corner a Ellice Avenue and were 
‘Street. 


The North Shore. On July 28, 1905, I started with Rev. 


Gable for his new field of labor on the North Shore at Grand 


Marais. We found that there had been a misunderstanding 
on the part of some of the American residents with our former 
missionary and they had withdrawn from the work and or- 
ganized a Sunday school of their own. It is a trying but very 


important field. Missionary Gable has shown himself to be 


the man for the place. By letter and by personal communica- 
tien from residents I have been urged to allow him to remain. 
The people say that he is most satisfactory and had it not 
been for the fact that both the Hauge Norwegian and the old — 
Norwegian Synod are trying to work in the field, a congrega- 
tion might, by this time, have been organized and the church 
property acquired. In the fall I tried very hard, by corre- 


spondence with the Church Extension Society and some few 
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private individuals, to secure the property for them, at their 
request, but failed. At last, in the spring, a way opened, but 
in, the meantime the owners had been persuaded to hold the 
property for a Norwegian church. This, I understand, has 
finally been deferred and it is likely that an organization will 
_ soon be effected. However this may be, so far as Grand 

Marais is concerned, the missionary assures me that other 
parts of the field along the shore are full of hope and promise 
for our particular work, using this point as a center, and that 
it should by no means be abandoned. Our missionary has the 
American work to do for a distance of about 150 miles along 
the shore. work. had been divided between Rev. Stacy 
and Rev. Gable, the former locating at Little Marais to the 
_ west, but his call again to Chicago left Rev. Gable alone upon 
the field. Port Arthur and Ft. Williams, in Canada, were can- 
vassed last fall and prove to be important fields for our work. 


They can be worked as one parish and have a joint population | 


of some 13,000 souls. Through the kindness of a personal 


friend I was able to secure annual passes ms our missionaries, 7 


over the Booth Line. 

The work at Madison, Wis., is of so great importance that 
we deem it worthy of special notice. A number of the mem- 
bers of the Church of the Redeemer, Milwaukee, being in at- 


-tendance upon the State University, the attention of Dr. Frick _ 


was called to the importance of this field. It seemed an im- 
_perative necessity that an English mission be organized at 


once and on Nov. 19, 1905, the first services were held in 


Keehley Hall, in a prominent and central part of the city, op- 

posite the capitol. Since then the city has been partially, but 

very thoroughly, canvassed by the students and others and 
regular services held mostly by the professors from the Chi- 

cago Seminary, and finally an organization effected. Rev. A. 

- C. Peterson has of late been supplying the pulpit and it is 
_hoped that the congregation -will soon have a — home 
and pastor. 


OUR SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


The schools of ‘the cherch are the training places for our 
future uamabers. It is 24 the greatest importance that our 
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Sunday schools should be loyal and conservative. We are not 
trying to educate our children so that it will be but a short 
step into some other denomination, whenever the occasion 
presents, but to keep them ever rooted and grounded in the 
fai Our attention has been called by the church and sec- 
ular press to the signs of the. times in the denominations 
around us of departures from the faith as it is in Christ Jesus. 


It is the more necessary for us to cling closely to the dear, 


old, impregnable doctrines of the Word and the Sacraments, 
which alone are able to save and which our dear old church 
has ever stood for. In order to accomplish this we have our 


own advanced, General Council graduated text-books for our 


Sunday schools, and our own Sunday school service books 
with forms of service to educate the children of the church 
to and for the services of the church. There is often difficulty 


in trying to introduce these several books in our schools be- 


cause of the fact that they are new to us and we have not 
been accustomed to the higher standard for which they aim, 
but in those schools which have persevered we do not find | 
the complaints coming from the children but from the older 
scholars and teachers. Let us all be loyal to our excellent 
system of instruction both as to the great truths and doc- 
trinal developments of our grade text-books, and the services 
and songs which have been developed and given to us by some 


- of the best talent of the church. 


_ LUTHER LEAGUES. 


We have in our senior and junior Luther Leagues, oppor- 
tunities for the development of our young people which should 
not be lost. It is to be regretted that some of our leagues 
are not in position to hold their regular weekly services for 
the study of the topics and for prayer, but the interest is 
growing and the work developing encouragingly in most of

THE PASTORS’ AND WIDOWS’ FUND. 

. At our.last meeting of the Synod an effort was made to 
establish a fund in aid of disabled pastors, or pastors’ widows 
and orphan children. The rules as suggested met with some 
opposition and yet it was desirable that such a fund should be 
established. At the suggestion of one of the members of the 
committee, I took up the study of the subject and after some 
. two months’ work suggested certain changes, most of which 

_ the committee kindly approved, and, in its amended form, the 
report was adopted by the Central Conference at its meeting _ 
in Minneapolis in September, 1905, and by the Eastern Con- ~ 
ference at its meeting in Kenosha in November, 1905, and 


recommended by the conferences to the congregations for . 


adoption, which, in most of the congregations, has been done. 

Some have raised the question, “Why provide for the 
pastors and not for the poor members of the congregations?” 
I would reply that the pastors are not working for themselves 


- in this self-sacrificing calling, but for the whole church, But 


the individual member of a congregation is not spending his 
time and labor, as a rule, for the good of the whole church 
but for the more selfish purpose of supporting himself and — 
-. family and therefore not in the same sense deserving of the 


care of the whole church for his old age, but rather of tae care 
_ Of the local congregation to which he belongs.

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SYN ODICAL HOME MISSION AND CHURCH EXTENSION 
FUNDS. 


We must indeed be inl to the Home Mission and Church 
Extension Boards of the General Council to whom we owe 
so much for our success in years past, and we must not mis- 
appropriate to our own use funds intended for them. Never- 
theless, the experiences of the past year have taught us that 
there are certain emergencies such as those at Madison and 
Stacy, which it is impossible for the general boards to meet 
and yet, if not provided for, might mean a great loss to the 
church. 

The work at Madison would nae have been lost to 
us, had not the Hastern Conference assumed the responsibil- 
ity, and by their heroic efforts, kept the work alive. Should 
we not have a synodical home mission fund for such 
emergencies as these? I am glad to report also that through 
a similar self-sacrifice on the part of some of the individuals 
and societies in the Central Conference the synodical exten- 
sion fund has been increased to nearly $300.00. 

During the year it became necessary for the aisdekin’ 


‘committee to borrow some $300 for the Synod’s home mission 
work at Sioux Falls and the North Shore, most of which I be- 


lieve and hope has been paid by the generous nyse a of the | 
people on Whitsunday. 


OUR AND EASTERN CONFERENCES. 


Our Central ane Niele Conferences have each held two 


‘pegular meetings during the year; the former at St. Mark’s, 


North Minneapolis, and St. James’, St. Paul, Minn., and the 
latter at Grace Church, Kenosha, and the Church of the Atone- 


ment, Beloit, Wis. At all of these meetings there was a full 


attendance of the pastors, and most interesting programs; 
but our people do not yet seem to appreciate the value or pur- 
pose of these conferences. Each conference also devoted an 


important part of its time to a Sunday school convention. 


The Bastern Conference requested the president of the 
Synod to refer the needs of the North Shore and Stacy mis- 
sions to the proper boards of the General Council, possibly 
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not Knowing that that had been done in a most urgent manner 
beforehand, as the proper and first course to pursue, and that 


it was only from dire necessity for the saving of our missions — 


that the conferences were appealed to. 

“It was resolved that (the Eastern) conferences request 
the Synod to discuss the question of a salaried president, re- 
lieved from all parochial duties.” Also, 

_ “That the conference ask the Synod to appoint a commit- 
tee to confer with a similar committee from the Chicago 
‘Synod, concerning the establishment of an educational in- 
stitution of academic or collegiate grade.”

MATTERS REQUIRING THE ACTION OF THE SYNOD. 
I have found that in the total apportionment for traveling 


expenses to the Synod the amounts paid by the several con- 


gregations in excess of the amounts paid to or by the treasurer 
of the Synod are not credited to the several Congregations. — 
The matter was pointed out to the treasurer who admits the in- 
justice and suggests, either that the treasurers of the several 
congregations take receipts from the pastors and delegates 
to whom they have paid money and forward the same to him 
to be credited on the apportionment, or, that only those 
amounts be apportioned which are to be paid out by the sev- 
eral congregations to the treasurer of the Synod. The latter 
seems to be the more simple was and is. recommended to the 
Synod for adoption. ae 

The Synod should pass a standing rule as to the time 


when the traveling fund apportionment should be paid. Some 


congregations leave it until near the next meeting of the 


Synod and so keep those pastors and delegates who have 


been at the greatest expense, out of their just dues for a whole 
year. Several appeals have come to me during the past year 


asking if the amount due could not be paid. It is neither busi- 
_ hess nor justice to compel our brethren to wait for a whole 
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year in this matter, and I urge the Synod to adopt some defi- 


nite time for the payment of this apportionment. 


My study of the matter of assessments and taxation has 
bed me to believe that our apportionments should not be based 


- upon the per capita, but upon the percentage plan. It is: not 
just to demand from the confirmed children of our church the 


same ‘sum as we demand from those who are self-supporting 


and who have means, and though there are difficulties to be 
adjusted I believe we would receive more and our apportion- 
ments be more equitably distributed if we would adopt the 
percentage plan, on the yearly income for current expenses. 
It would also save time and labor for the apportionment com- 
I would ask, has the $200 paid by the Synod to the Gen- 


eral Council mission work in Sioux Falls been credited to the 


Synod by the Council? It seems to me that this mee have 
been done. 


. As the ban work among the

violations of God’s Law, and their hearty co-operation in all 


measures that would remedy the evil, — 


Resolved, That we deem it the solemn duty of all eae 
to instruct their congregations concerning the permanency of 
the marriage relation, and to warn against its violation or 
disparagement, as a crime against God that cannot be miti- 
gated or apologized for by any of the defects of the civic 


laws or any lowering of the standard prescribed in God’s 


Word on the part of the community around them, or those 
who may be regarded as leaders of public opinion. _ 


2. That this testimony should be given not only when 
some notorious violation of God’s Law attracts general atten- 
tion, but in frequent instructions and admonitions from. the 
pulpit, even where no occasion for it seems to be immediately 


urgent; and especially with all fidelity and earnestness in the 


instruction of catechumens. . 


3. That we regard every pastor who iain a | marriage 
ceremony as testifying by that very act, that, so far as he has 
had opportunity of discovering, after earnest endeavors to 
ascertain the facts, said marriage is regular and in accordance 
with God’s Word, and that it is our conviction, further, that 
in invoking God’s blessing upon the union, he becomes partici- 
pant in the guilt, if he be without reasonable assurance that 
both parties to the contract comply with the divine require- 


4. That we teach that the license, issued by the State, 
and compliance with every civil requirement, while indispens- 
able, cannot of themselves be a guide to the conscience of 
either pastors or individual Christians; and the distinction 
between the standards that avail before man and before God 
should never be forgotten. Nor can the State by its enact- 


ments and permission ever make legititmate what the Word 


of God condemns.

REPORT OF THE DELEGATES TO THE GENERAL 
COUNCIL. 


In attendance (163) and volume of business transacted, 


the Thirtieth Convention of the General Council held in the 


Church of the Redeemer, Milwaukee, Oct. 12-17, 1905, sur- 
passed its predecessors. The masterful report of President 
Schmauk contained “Reasons for the Permanence of the Gen- 


eral Council,” a statement of the “Attitude of the General 


Council to Modern Evangelism,” and an appreciative reference 


to Dr. Krauth and his epoch-making writings. 


1. The Foreign Mission report occupies nearly one hun- 


dred pages of the minutes. It sets forth the thorough system: — 
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atizing the work in India under Dr. Harpster, steps taken 


for building up a native Lutheran Church in India, the revival 
of mission interests in America, and the recent appointment 


of General Secretary Drach. Revs. O. O. Eckhardt and O. L. — 


Larson were set apart as missionaries to India during the 


convention. Over $56,000 were to mis- 


sions during the biennium. 
2. Of the Home Mission work it has been affirmed that 


the General Council “is doing a larger work on less capital 


than any other branch-of Lutheranism.” The tabulated sta- 
tistics of 725 missions are given: English, 212; German, 111; 
Swedish, 401. Under direct supervision of the Home Mis- 
sion Board are 35 missionaries serving 44 missions with 4,092 
communicants. From 1901 to 1905 the work has doubled with 


only a trifling increase in expense. As now organized the 2 
general staff consists of Supt. Kunzmann, located in Philadel- 


phia; Western Field Secretary Anda, of Chicago, covering the 


Middle West, including Wisconsin; Field Missionary Jensen, 
eovering the remaining synodical territory, and Field 


sionary Bieber, covering New England and Hastern Canada. 
Of twelve missions that became self-sustaining during the 
biennium eight are members of this Synod. Thirty-three 
thousand four hundred forty-seven dollars were contributed 
for this cause during the biennium. The Synod ‘of the North- 
west contributed $975.18 on its apportionment of $1,000 and 
has been apportioned $2,000 for the current biennium. The 
unification of English Home Missions was earnestly dis- 
cussed. A plan, p. 217, with explanations, pp. 218-226, was 
submitted to the Synods for their action. 


3. Of the Church Extension Society’s aus of $106,278, 


$18,092 is loaned to seven churches in this Synod. 


_ 4. The wonderful development of the Sunday school and 
the publication work continués. The primary grades are re- 
ceiving special attention. Several others are being simplified. 
A short and easy graded course for smaller schools has been 


prepared. The General Synod co-operates in the primary

_ circulating in the General Council. The business of the 
biennium was $135,274, done with a meagre capital. The

and widespread activities of the General Council now compos- 
ing a body of 12 Synods, 1,428 ministers, 2,231 congregations,.

Rico. Increased attention is being paid to parish Mindergartea 
education and to ane Deaconess cause.

A minister of the Synod shall not begin a msbenhell 
except with the consent of the president of the Synod or 
divide a parish or give up any part thereof without the ap- 
proval of the Conference concerned. He shall not preach or 
perform any ministerial acts within another parish without 
the consent of the pastor thereof, or make pastoral visits, or 
perform ministerial acts in a vacant congregation, except by 
invitation of the Church Council, or by the advice and with 
the consent of the president of the Synod or Conference. 

A violation of these regulations may subject the offender 
to discipline, The word parish shall be construed to mean 
the membership of the congregation and not certain geo 
graphical limits and bounds.
